2. Claims 1 - 3, 5 - 11, 13 - 19, and 21 - 24 are pending. Claims 4, 12, 20, and 
25 - 27 have been cancelled. 

Response to Amendment 

3. The Rejections under 35 USC § 1 12 of claims 1 - 3, 5 - 8, and 25 are withdrawn 
in view of Applicant's amendments. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 1 - 3, 5 - 1 1 , 1 3 - 1 9, and 21 - 24 are allowed. 

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of 
record, individually or in combination, does not disclose embedding each portion of 
translated text within a voice stream in place of identified inaudible portions of the voice 
stream, irrespective of whether added time stamp information for the embedded text 
and a speech signal portion associated with the identified portion are synchronized as 
claimed.
